NEW FORM OF SPEECH, 


Volapek, a Perfectotl Method of Unlvor.(al 


•Written Communication. 


A German priest, Bay. Father Schleyer, 


has, according to tho Chicago CM'-'.n, ac- 
complished a very remarkable work, 
which is nothing less than the invention 
of aa entirely new form of speech; or, tc 
call It more correct!}-, fo.-m of writing, 
for the most enthusiastic admirers ol 
Volapek—this is its nam;—do not expect- 
that It will over be much used orally. 


A great many attempts have been made 


within the last two centuries by learned 
men to invent a language that would 
serve as a medium of international com* 
mualcatlon for tho educated classes ol 
all countries, but their efTorts wero un- 
successful. It \vas reserved for thu Ger- 
man priest to be tho first to perfect a sys- 
tem which is so simple and regular that 
natives of all countries nan now write in 
a language which is intelligible to every 
one possessing u dictionary of it and 
knowing the principles of its grammar. 


In tha middle ages it was found con- 


venient for treaties, contracts and scien- 
tific works to be In Latin. Newton, Kras- 
mus, Bacon, and men of iholr kind wroto 
most of their works in Latin; butLatin is 
about tho last language in the world that 
could bii mado universal, for It is, from 
Its Irregularity and involved construc- 
tion, too difileult of acquirement. 
At n 


later period French becarno the great lan- 
guage of science and Ire.'itlos; but it pos- 
sosaed nearly all tho faults of Latin, and 
on account of being a living and a nation- 
al language it could hardly fall to bo moro 
or loss antagonistic to natives of coun- 
tries not friendly to Franco. 
The same 


objections could be raised against En- 
glish as against French. Something was 
wanted that would not have any national- 
ity about it, and Volapek has consequent- 
ly been ushered intocxistor.ee. 


The inventor of Volapeir does not claim 


that it will ever supersede any language. 
His object in inventing It wiis to give a 
language in which natives [of different 
countries can correspond with ono an- 
other, and which can be learned iu one- 
tenth of tho timo necessary for the ac- 
quirement of 
any national 
language. 


From tho popularity which Volapok has 
already attained on tho Continent of Eu- 
rope, there are reasons* to believe that 
Father Schleyer has invented something 
which was wanted. The new language 
has been invented only live or six years, 
and it is now claimed that between ten 
thousand and Cfteon 
thousand 
people 


have already maatored It and can road 
and write it with easo. Volapok has no 
idioms; tho moaning of every word and 
phrase la unmistakable; its order is nat- 
ural; but the sense remains the same, no 
matter how tho words aro thrown to- 
gether. 


It is said that the Inventor of Vo'.apok, 


Father Schleyer, reads nnd writes no less 
than twenty-eight di.Tcront languages. 
Such a man could hardly If all to (Tlvo tho 
world something valuable in a linguistic 
way; and ho certainly has done so. Still, 
It must bo confessed that In ono way ho 
seems to have made a groat mistake, and 
that is by 
employing .vowels with dots 


over them. For instance, tho name o' 
tho new 
langungo is spelled Volapuk, 


with two dots over tho n, which gives It 
nearly the sound of r short In English. 
To a German thoso dottftd vowola appear 
all right, tlicv occur so frequently In his 
own laugung'o, but they arc a puzile and 
an cycaoro to other people. 


Vo'lapolt draws on two languages moro 


than 
on 
any 
othor, and, strango to 


say, 
thoso 
nro 
English 
and Irish; 


it draws 
on 
Knglish 
for Its 
roots 


and 
on 
Irish 
for 
its 
construction. 


Fully sixty per cent, of its roots come 
from English; that is because English is 
mado up of so rainy tUfforent languages. 
Why Volnpok Is so like Irish In its con- 
struction Is booauso Irish Is so philosophic, 
and regular. la Volapek a verb, being 
the most important word in a sentence, 
goes first always'; so it docs in Irish. In 
Volapex I love Is lofati, in Irish It taraln, 
an exactly similar construction, for tho 
personal pronoun in Volapek Is o>, and in 
Irish the termination 711 is tho personal 
pronoun. In Volapek tho genitive- cnso Is 
always formed, by adding the letter a to 
tho roof, in Irish It is mostly formed by 
the addition of a or t. 


Volapek, Ilko Latin, has no article. Hero 


is tho way every noun in the language Is 
declined, and ills so simplo and regular 
that It may be learned In, no time. 
The 


three ilrst vowels added to any noun givo 
its genitive, dative, and accusative cases. 
Tho extreme simp'.iei'.y of its declensions 
•will be shown iu tho way tmin, a man, is 
declined:

Coromonles Attending tho Wrillnutlon of

According to a Buffalo (S. Y.) corre- 


spondent ol' t!ie Xew York .Vim, Thomas 


i'illiams, twenty-four years old, of tho 
ear Clan oi' tho Tuscarora Indians, was 
•ecentlv made Sachem and Chief ot that

Mounlpleasant.

emnized by the ancient civic and pagan 
•itcs of the Six Nations, and it was an 
Impressive and interesting ceremony.

chief. All the pagan rites, even to that 
to propitiate the evil spirit, were ob- 
aorvofl.
